second group of un-referenced pixels is based on a spatial environment of the first 
group of un-referenced pixels and on a particular motion vector which belongs to the 
first motion vector field and which is located in the spatial environment of the first group 
of un-referenced pixels..." which are features that are not anticipated nor obvious over 
the art of record. All the pending dependent claims depend on either of the above 
independent claims. Therefore, all the pending claims are allowed.
